Editorial Observation 
Nostalgia Gives 
Bonds to Past

The dictionary discribes the word “ nostalgia” as 
homesickness or a longing for something far away and 
long ago. 
Living in the past, phychocogists tell us, is not a 
healthy state of mind, but nobody has implied that 
bringing nostalgia of the past into the future with us is 
unhealthy. 
During the last few years we have seen a revival of 
nostalgia, and that is good because it grants us a link to 
our ancestral past, which we, .in turn, can pass on to 
future generations, thus building a bond between all 
generations. 
Antique dealers drive a hard bargain with those who 
appreciate and collect the rem anents of yesterdays 
and almost anything reminiscent of the past is con­ 
sidered valuable. 
Of late, we have seen a phenomenal revival of 
handiwork which our ancestors did of necessity. 
Women by the thousands have recreated the art of 
crewel and embroidery, and are placing special em ­ 
phasis on that which is homemade. Patchwork quilts 
and other mementos from the past are very much “ in” 
today, in home furnishings, clothing and decor. 
Little Big Books,” a favorite of children not so 
many years ago are considered by many to be very 
valuable, as are “ funny books,” and collectors vie for 
these items at auctions with real enthusiasm. 
Old Ball fruit jars bring as much as five to ten dollars 
depending on the date manufactured, and old soft drink 
bottles are among wanted items. Special whiskey 
bottles designed on a “once-a-year” basis have more 
than doubled in value to collectors in the last few years. 
Old cars and old guns are among the treasures that 
men may be apt to find interest in, and the restoration 
of old cars is big business. There are clubs of antique 
car owners who make long journeys in a procession of 
their prized vintage automobiles. 
The sounds of ecology are teaching us that almost 
anything can be made from leftovers and that creating 
a new item from the old can be both a fun thing and a 
way to keep the environment clean. 
In almost every home in America, some relic handed 
down from the past holds a place of honor in the midst 
of modern furnishings, be it a piece of furniture, a 
picture, or a piece of exquisite cutglass. 
These treasures link us to that which has gone before 
and we prize them for what they are. symbols of our 
herbage. And maybe in the next generations to come, 
some of our possessions will likewise find a place of 
honor as symbols of our century. 
That is nostalgia, and as we restore and preserve 
items from long ago. we form a bridge from the past 
into the future.

“ Each year, thousands 
miss the deadline because 
questionaires are misplaced, 
forgotten or lost, causing 
interruptions or delays of 
monthly benefits checks,” 
Jack 
Coker, 
Waco 
VA 
regional office director, 
explained. 
He noted that 907,000 of the 
1.2 million 
questionnaires 
mailed were returned to VA 
before the deadline. Infor­ 
mation from the question­ 
naires is used to adjust 
pension benefits. 
Q uestionnaires 
were 
mailed to veterans on VA 
pension 
rolls, 
widows of 


veterans drawing 
pension 
based 
on 
non-service- 
connected 
deaths, 
and 
parents receiving depen­ 
dency 
and 
indemnity 
compensation for service- 
connected deaths of sons and 
daughters. 


Pensioners 72 years old or 
older who have been pension 
rolls during the last two 
consecutive years generally 
are exempt. “ But they still 
must report changes in in­ 
come, and those who were 
mailed questionnaires must 
return them,” Coker pointed 
out.

D EA R P O L L Y - I am answering Betty who wants to 
remove water stains from her orange antique satin drap­ 
eries. Moisten a cloth with white vinegar and touch the 
spots. Let stand for a few' minutes and then moisten with 
water and thoroughly blot dry. I had the same thing happen 
to a hassock covered with green antique satin and the water 
spots had turned royal blue. I used this remedy found in a 
book that came with my furniture. — M A R Y B. 
D EA R P O L L Y - I want to pass on to Betty a method I 
have found satisfactory for removing water stains from 
anything that is W A SH A B L E. I use one half pound plain salt 
to one quart water. Let dissolve thoroughly. Work from the 
outside of the stain to the center with a wet brush, rinse out 
and then launder as usual. Just this week I removed every 
trace of such stains that wav. — RH EA . 


D E A R G IR L S - Again I repeat any remedies must be 


tested on your own particular material. The back of the 
deep hem is a good place to test drapery fabric. Antique 
satin draperies are not supposed to be washed RY E R but I 
did wash some old ones. I felt little would be lost. Mine are 
white and had water stains that came out during the laun­ 
dering with a good detergent. I am NOT suggesting that 
Betty wash her new ones but am passing this on tor others 
who may have old ones. Mine did shrink so the hems had to 
be let out and faced but otherwise they looked great. —

D EA R P O L L Y - For along time I complained about my 
outside trash cans being stolen, beat up and becoming filthy. 
I started using trash bags but that solved nothing. Dogs and 
cats tore them open and then the contents were scattered all 
over. Finally I found something that works. When a bag is 
full and just before tieing it together at the top I pour in a 
small amount of plain household ammonia. No dog or cat 
has ever attempted to get into such a bag and I never have 
to worry about trash cans or constantly pick up scattered 
garbage.

When Robert Woods talks 
about football, you can be 
sure off-season gridiron 
players at Piano s Bowman 
Junior High School listen

instant celebrity at the 
junior high when picked in 
the 
National

League’s draft Wednesday. 
Tipping the scales at 250 
lb. 
and towering at just 
under 6 foot 3 inches. Woods 
was 
d rafted

Philadelphia Eagles in the 
eighth round as a middle 
line backer. 
“ I was expecting to be 
drafted.” Woods said, “ but it 
cam e as a surprise to go as 
high in the draft as I did. 
“ I'm very happy about 
being d ra fte d ,” he con 
tinued. ‘‘Pm just glad I will 
have a chance to play 
professional football. That's 
what it is all about, just 
having a chance to play.” 
Going to a team like the 
Philadelphia Eagles, 
with 
erratic seasons posted in 
recent years, doesn t con­ 
cern Woods. 
“ Philadelphia 
actually 
had a fairly good season this 
year.” Woods said. “With a 
team like the Eagles, I feel 
I'll have a better shot at 
making the roster than with 
a more established team, 
like the Dallas Cowboys."

to Philadelphia and work 
hard, stick with it, I think I 
can make it.

Woods cam e to Plano to 
teach at the mid-term. He 
likes the town, the people, 
and the school he is an in­ 
structor at. 
“ Plano has the best high 
school football program I’ve 
lx*en associated writh.' Wood 
siad. “ But of course I have 
never been associated with a 
program other than at the 
('lass A level.” 
Should Woods make it big 
at Philadelphia, he will be 
lost to Plano. He will take 
wife Mary and three-year 
old daughter Kiwana Denese 
and move to that area. 
But Plano’s loss, will be 
Philadelphia’s gain.

Buzzie B av asi, P a d re s' 
president, 
was given 
the 
green light by Kroc to do his 
best—money 
notwithstan­ 
ding—to give San Diego the 
best possible team, starting 
with the 1974 season. 
Armed with Kroc’s money, 
Bavasi scheduled a news 
conference for today to an­ 


nounce 
he 
has 
signed 
McCovey, 
w'ho 
has 
413 
career homers, to a $150,000 
co n tra ct. 
T h a t’s 
about 
$15,000 more than McCovey 
earned last year while hit­ 
ting 29 homers and driving in 
75 runs in only 130 games for 
the San Francisco Giants.
